There is likeiy to be an elec- 
tion in a tew weeks, and the P:ohibit- 
ionists ought to bestir themselves to 
defeat every man who voted for 
Mowat’s amendments, and to elect 
nen who will promise to adopt a pro- 
hibitory law. The license law now in 
force wns adopted by the Assembly 
and it would be fair to assume that 
the Assembly can repeal the license 
law and return to Prohibition if it 
choose.”

ANARCHISTS AND CANADA, 


These Fees ef Seciety Nay be 
Enough te Pay eaanaice shrooreat 
Canada would seem to be the last place 
in the world to invite the unwelcome 
attention of Anarchists. We do not know 
that we have a single case of that social 
disease amongst us. If such a case was 
discovered, it would very speedily be 
isolated. Yet, according to the hackneyed 
phrase, it is the unexpected that happens, 
and the judical death by hanging yesterday 
morning at Pittsburg, Pa., of Noel Maissun, 
and the circumstances connected with the 
crime for which he suffered, appear to 
show that it was once intended that a boit 
of 
ANARCHISTIC VENGEANCE. 
should fall in a Canadian city—presumably 


Ottawa—and that it should have a des- 


tructive effect on the Government buildings. 
Noel Maisson was executed for the murder 
of Mrs. Raes. Mrs. Raes and her husband 
were returning from a visit to a 
neighbor on the night of Sept. 23rd last 


year, when they were attacked by Maissen 
and another man, named Auguste Breyesse. 
They shot Mrs Raes through the heart, 
and severely maltreated her husband. 
Maisson was subsejuently sentenced to 
death, and Breyesse to twenty years’ im- 
prisomment. At the trial it came out that 
a plot was being matured having for its 
object the blowing up of Canadian Govern- 
ment buildings, and. that Mrs. Raes was 
cognizant ofit. She had ap mtly indi- 
cated a disposition to talk about this plot 
in an indiscreet manner, and the murderers 
appear to have thought that it would bea 
safe policy to put- her out of existerce. 
They were not sufficiently clever to do this 
without getting into the meshes of the law 
themselves, and, as @ consequence, they 
met the just reward of their deed. But 
they were evidently desperate men, who 
were 


BENT ON MISCHIEF, 


and who intended to stick at nothing in the 
carrying out of their-plots. The evidence 
as to the guilty designs of the miscreants 
was given at the trial by a witness who had 
heard the unfortunate victim talk in a 
mysterious way about thenefarious business 
in hand. It would be interesting to know 
what the origin of this business was, and 
whether some secret authority had devol- 
ved the carrying of it out upon Maisson 
and Breyesse, or whether they were under- 
taking it upou their own account. It is 
possible, of course, that they were murder- 
ous cranks who had formed a project for 
startling North America after tre European 
manner, but, on the other hand, the plot 
might have been a ramification of a cosmo- 
politan design against Governments in 
general. If any credencs at all caa be 
given to the evidence at the trial, it seems 
to indicate that out police authorities 
should not be unmindiul of the fact that 
these foes of society may be fovlhardy 
enough to pay Canada‘a visit, while it may 
suggeat the desirability of some investiga- 
tion of the circumstances referred to.

It appears from documents which have 
been preserved that for nearly a century 
it lay buried just beneath the ground on 
the very spot on the Plains of Abraham 
where Wolfe fell mortally wounded on 
Sept. 13, 1759. It was, it will be 
remembered, in the very heat of the 
engagement with the French troops under 
Montcalm that Wolfe received his mortal 
wound, Of two previous wounds he had 
taken no heed, though one was in the 
groin. Hastily covering the trace of them 
with his handkerchief, and bidding those 
about him say nothing on the subject lest 
his soldiers should grow faint-hearted, he 
again led his favourite Grenadiers to the 
charge. Buta third ball completely over- 
came him; he was led a little to the rear, 
and disencumbered of hie arms and 
accoutrements by his attendants and 
servants, and when the welcome cry had 
come “They run! They run !” the life- 
less corpse was borne away to the flagship 
in the St. Lawrence below, without a 
thought of the sword, which had been 
hastily thrown down on the damp earth. 
The heavy tramp of battalions and the 
planting of artillery to complete the de- 
molition of the citadel which formed the 
French headquarters completely hid the
